At des- 
sert he produced tht "consul's wine," 
carefully poured it into liny liqueur glares 
and handed it round to hi; guests, exhort- 
ing them to drink it reverently and up- 
standing, to the imrnoitil memory ol 
Onus Septimus. The gl«s«e« had scarce- 
ly been emptied th»n a ttlegmn, w»« 
brought in by the bead Waiter on a salver 
and laid before the founder of tbe feast, 
He opened and glanced at it, and then, 
letting it fall upon the floor, fled from the 
room with a oy ot teuible agony.

The arcbaologist and his academical col- 
leagues bad drank up tbe Consul to bis 
last drop.

Nine out of ten pe.ions who cultivate; 


strawberries allow the runners to grow for 
the purpose of getting plants tbe following 
vea.r. This is wrong. It plants are desired 
:hey should be taken from a patch (elected 
for that purpose. It is impossible to get 
first class fruit from vines that have pro- 
duced runners, as the effort at double pro- 
duction (plants and berries) weakens the 
vine and prevents it from producing good, 
fruit. To get nice, large, well tlavored 
strawberries tbe vines should be kept free 
from runners, not even allowing them to 
get away from the parent at the start. This 
can be done by having a piece ol stovepipe 
fixed to a stick for a handle, to use for a 
cutter. Place the pipe over the plant and 
press upon it. This cuts off the runners 
When the runners have all been cut follow 
with the hoe and clear them away. When 
the plants blossom all the blossoms should 
be cut off except a few of the forward ones 
on each plant. This looks like destruction, 
Dut a trial will show that such treatment 
will give larger krtries, of better flavor, 
and easier to pick. The crop, though 
lacking in numbers, will compensate m 
bulk as well as-realizing the highest price 
in market. As soon as the crop is re~ 
moved weed the plants again, and sprinkle 
around each one, under the leaves, some 


•ell rotted manure, and in the fall let them 
e mulched. On removing Ihe mulch 


early in the spring again give each plant a 
sprinkling, but this lime of a mixture of 
equal parts of superphosphate, sulphate of 
potash (double quantity of unleached hard 
wood ashes may be substituted), guano 
and plaster. 
Uy thus giving them good 


care and cultivation they will pay as well 
if not better than any ot the small fruits, 
but if neglected they occasion a loss.
